Grisly Murders Cast Spotlight On Faceless Masses 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - T h e 
d i r e c t o r of a two-year 
research project on migrant 
workers in America said Fri­ 
day the Y u b a City, Calif., 
mass slayings show they are 
“ nameless, faceless” 
people 
whose plight is one of the na­ 
tion’s 
most 
seriou'- 
prob­ 
lems. 
“ You can understand how 
migrants could turn up mis­ 
sing and no one would know. 
Their relatives would not re ­ 
port them missing to public 
agencies. They don’t go to 
public agencies. 
“The migrant is a name­ 
less, faceless individual, both 


w h i l e t r a v e l i n g In the 
’stream ’ and while living in 
his h o m e state,” Margaret 
Garrity told a news confer­ 
ence at which she released 
the Manpower Evaluation and 
Development 
Institute’s 
Mi­ 
grant 
R e s e a r c h 
Project 
(MRP). The “stream ” is the 
flow of migrant worker from 
one temporary job to another. 
“ What is happening to the 
migrant and his children is 
one of the most serious prob­ 
lems the nation faces,” she 
declared. 
The 
$200,000 
study 
was 
based on interviews with 13,- 
000 farm worker families, 100 


state and county welfare ad­ 
ministrators and 175 crew-lea- 
ders and growers. The 67- 
page report was written by 
Miss 
Garrity, a 
native 
of 
Brookfield, Mo., and former 
deputy director of the Office 
o f 
Economic 
Opportunity, 
which provided the money, 
and 
Mrs. 
Shirley Sandage, 
Mason City, Iowa, former di­ 
rector of the Migrant Action 
Program in her home State. 
“Their 
problems 
are 
the 
same whether they are in the 
’stream ’ or at home, whether 
in 
California 
or 
Michigan, 
whether 
black, 
brown 
or 
white.” 


According to the study, the 
plight of the estimated 500,000 
migrant workers and their fa­ 
milies is a miserable one. 
They have an average family 
size of 6.4 and an average an­ 
nual income of $2,100 a year, 
the study showed. The Agr­ 
iculture Department has set a 
poverty income level for a 
family of 4 at $3,720 and the 
average size of a U. S. family 
is less than 4. 
The study said that the Agr- 
¡ c u l t u r e Department has 
spent huge sums on a tech­ 
nological revolution that helps 
big farm interests —but it has 
ignored the migrant and sea­ 


sonal farm workers. 
The migrants earn so little, 
it said, that even during their 
peak earning months of July 
and August, half of them are 
eligible to buy food stamps. 
The average migrant trav­ 
eled in a crew of 34 persons, 
returned to the same area to 
work year after year and 
lived 
in 
barrack-like 
con­ 
ditions. Nine out of 10 Mexi- 
c a n-Americans 
interviewed 
traveled with their families, 
hut only half of the blacks 
did. 
Six out of 10 migrants are 
children, and 40 per cent of 
the children will travel in the 


“stream ” at least five years 


of their lives. As a result, the 


children bounce from school 


to school or do not attend 


class at all. 
“ It is a well-known 
fact 
that the average migrant has 
roughly a third grade educa­ 
tion,” Miss Garrity said. 
Often they did not know 
they were eligible for such 
services 
as 
food 
stamps, 
school lunches, medicaid, aid 
to 
dependent 
children 
and 
health services. 
Only 9 per cent of the migr­ 
ants interviewed had ever ap­ 
plied for welfare services, but 


almost 90 per cent of tho r: 


who did apply received serv­ 


ices. k

—Once-a-year national cer­ 
tifications should be estab­ 
lished for food stamp eligibil­ 
ity. 
Now

— County welfare office- 
should 
issue vouchers 
that 
migrant workers could pre­ 
sent at food stores at any 
time.

MRP found that by 1975,

sword as well as the plow­ 
share,” Agnew said. “Those 
of you who represent NATO

“ I hope that along with the 
fresh ideas and perspectives 
on urban problems which you 
will doubtless be taking home 
from this conference, you will 
take this simple unequivocal 
message: America stands bv 
NATO.”

Broke Vatican Law 
Church Discontinues 


Use of Altar Girls 


PHILADELPHIA 
(UPI —The office of Cardinal 
John 
Krol 
said 
Friday 
a 
church law set down by the 
Vatican 
was 
violated when 
girls at St. Matthias Catholic 
Church broke a centuries-old 
tradition by serving mass at 
the altar. 
A spokesman for the St. 
Matthias parish said the use 
of 
altar 
girls, 
inaugurated 
earlier in the week, would be 
discontinued. 
Four teen-aged girls in red 
cassocks, white surplices and 
red scull caps had been help­ 
ing priests at mass and train­ 
ing 46 other girls interested in 
learning an altar bov’s duties 
during church services. 
Msgr. John J. Noone, pas­ 
tor of the church in suburban 
Bala, said ho was "seeking a 
quiet 
acceptance” 
of 
the 
guls, even though the churc h 
traditionally has allowed only 
boys and men inside the altar 
rail during ordinary masses. 
Women have been allowed in­ 
side the altar rail only 
to 
dean, 
and 
during 
nuptial 
masses when the bride kneels 
,at the foot of the altar. 
The Archdiocese of Phila­ 
delphia said it is “ the position 
of the universal church as 
clearly defined in the liturgic- 
a I 
instructions 
governing 
service at 
m ass” that 
the 
priest’s 
assistants 
must 
be 
bovs or men. 
The assistants 
serve 
the 
priest water and wine, recite 


the liturgy and help serve the 
communion wafers to the con­ 
gregation. 
“Current church legislation 
precludes girls from serving 
mas-.,“ said the Rev. John J. 
Miller, secretary of the arch­ 
diocesan commission for the 
sacred liturgy. 
“ It is not within the pro­ 
vince of a local pastor, or for 
that matter of the archdioc­ 
ese, to define liturgical prac­ 
tice? on matters of this kind,” 
Miller said. 
“ We’ll have to do what the 
commission savs,” said the 
Rev, James Vi/zard. 
Regina Durante, 14, one of 
(he altar girls, said shei did 
not think it was “ fair” for 
only hoys to serve mass. Ano­ 
ther altar girl, Lee Ann Kie­ 
ser, 14, said the boys “ think 
we are some kind of junior 
version of women’s lib and 
we are just doing it as a pub 
licity stunt. Well, I’m sick of 
cleaning (the altar). Serving 
is fun.”

YUBA CITY, Calif. (UPI — 
Deputies dug 
a 
21st 
body 
from a crude graveyard along 
the Feather River Friday and 
authorities reported seizing a 
post hole digger with hair and 
“ possible blood” on the blade 
from the garage of the mass 
murder suspect. 
A small crew of deputies 
went to the river in the late 
atternoon after pelting rains 
diminished. They 
unearthed 
the body of another brutally 
slain victim, then quit for the 
night. 
S u t t e r County Superior 
Court released a list of sharp 
instruments—several of them 
with possible blood stains— 
which were seized Wednesday 
around the home of suspect 
Juan V. Corona, in two ve­ 
hicles and near the gravesites. 
The list, compiled by Sheriff 
Roy Whiteaker, was the first 
indication of the physical evi­ 
dence against the 37-year-old 
former mental patient. 
“One post hole digger with 
possible blood stains. 
Also, 
mud and hair on digging por­ 
tion, found in garage,” read 
one entry on a list of imple­ 
ments found around Corona's 
neat suburban home. 
“ One two-foot crowbar, rus­ 
ty with possible blood stains, 
found in cabinet in the ga­ 
rage,” the list read. “One 2 
1-2 foot 
wooden club, with 
possible blood stains, found at 
southeast corner of the back­ 
yard." 
Other items seized under a 
search 
warrant 
included 
a 
double bladed axe, one bolo 


machete with 18 inch blade, 
one meat cleaver, one hat­ 
chet, a butcher knife and an 
ice pick. 
The 21 victims, all itinerant 
farm workers, were brutally 
hacked in the back of the 
head 
and 
stabbed 
in 
the 
chest. They were buried over 
a period of weeks ir. shallow 
graves in peach orchards and 
along the banks of the river 
near this farming community 
100 miles northeast of San 
Francisco. 
Whiteaker. who w is under 
a court gag order not to talk 
about the case against Corona, 
prepared the lengthy list of 
evidence 
as 
a 
"return 
to 
search 
warrant,” 
a 
legal 
documert 
explaining 
what 
was seized under a warrant. 
It was filed with the court 
Wednesday. 
The sheriff aLo ordered a 
wrecker to haul a red and 
white pickup trick belonging 
to Corona away from the vi­ 


cinity of the crude riverside 
cemetery Friday. The truck 
had Corona’s name painted 
on the door. 
Whiteaker, who suspended 
the search for bodies for a 
period during the afternoon 
because of heavy rains, said 
the hunt for “more” grave­ 
sites would resume t o d a y 
if the weather permitted. 
He told a news conference 
F r i d a y morning that the 
search would go on “as long 
as 
we 
keep making 
reco­ 
veries.” 
The sheriff announced identi­ 
fication of seven mere vic­ 
tims, bringing to nine the nu­ 
mber identified.

seven 
were 
Donald 
Smith, 70. Atlanta, Ga ; Wil­ 
liam Emery Kemp, B a t o n 
Rouge, La.; Jam es Howard, 
Jonas Smallwood. Elliot Ri­ 
ley, J o h n J.

Charles Cleveland Fleming, fur 
whom no home towns w e r e 
available. 


Kidnaped Consul’s Firm 
Delivers Food to Poor 


R O S A R I O ,

(UPI)— Truckloads of sugar, 
bread, salt, coffee and other 
staple foods were handed out 
to the poor Friday in hopes 
of gaining the release of kid­ 
naped British Consul Stanley 
Sylvester. 
The food was trucked into 
poor sections after the owners 
of the former Swift Co. meat 
packing plant, of which Syl­ 


vester is manager, agreed to 
a long list of demands by the 
leftist People’s Revolutionary 
Army (ERP) to gain his safe 
release. 
But the kidnappers gave no 
indication when they might re­ 
lease the 58-year-old, Argen­ 
tine-born honorary consul. He 
had been accused by the ERP 
of “exploiting” the packing 
plant’s workers.

The new Manner 9 Mars sa­ 


tellite and 
its rocket were 
pronounced in a “totally go 


condition" Friday for launch 
today on a 249-million mile voy­ 
age that an official said may 
overtake 
Russia’s M a r s 2 
spacecraft. 
The 
2,200-pound 
Manner, 
identical to the Mariner 8 
television scout lost because 
of rocket failure May 8, is 
scheduled to take off on its 
168-day t r i p at 3:21 
p.m. 
(PDT). 
Its Atlas-Centaur rocket has 
been tested and re-tested to 
reduce the 
risk of another 
control system failure. Final 
flight preparations proceeded 
smoothly 
and 
the 
weather 
forecast was promising. 
“ We’re in a totally go con­ 
dition,” said rocket manager 
Daniel J. Shramo at a news 
conference. 
Mariner 9 is scheduled to 
swing into orbit around Mars 
Nov. 14. Program manager 
Earl W. Glahn estimated th»* 
10.000-pound Soviet spacecraft 
launched 
10 days ago 
will 
reach Mars about the same 
time, 
"They launched on the 18th 
which coincides with the ab- 
s o I u t o 
minimum 
energy 
launch day,” Glahn said in 
reply to a question. 
“This 
leads us to believe that their 
arrival day will be very dost*

ours,

around mid-November.” 
The Soviets have not said 
what Mars 2 will do when it 
gets there, but there have 
been indications from Russian 
commentators that it will at­ 
tempt a landing.

spacecraft has attempted an 
orbit or landing. 
Russia launched a second 
spacecraft toward Mars Fri­ 
day 
and

rocket, and 
10,000 
pounds with the rocket. 
This indicated the Mars 2 
probe alone also was consid­ 
erably lighter than the total 
10.000 pound weight reported

Tass. 
The 2.200 
pound 
weight of the Mariner does 
not include rocket sections. 
Tass said the new Mars 3 
spacecraft would reach Mars 
in about six months, indicat­ 
ing a late November arrival.

blamed on electrical circuit 
failure in the rocket’s autopi­ 
lot, cost the nation $77 million 
and cost scientists some of 
the data they hoped to re­ 
ceive from two satellites or­ 
biting Mars.

Mariner 8 was to map 70

the planet and study selected 
areas of interest every

I he secretary snapped back

cause the American dollar is 
overpriced. 
“ We are not going to de 
value,” Connally said 
in a 
speech at a final lunch in his 
honor by more than 200 ban­ 
kers and 
government 
dele­ 
gates from 20 nations. 
“ We 
are 
not 
going to 
charge the price of gold. We 
are controlling our inflation,” 
the secretary went on. 
‘As far as other nations are 
concerned.., 
we 
have 
the 
right to expect 
more equi­ 
table trading arrangements,” 
Connally continued. "We also 


expect you to accept tlte res­ 
ponsibility to share more fully 
in the cost of defending the 
Free World.” 
Connally 
had 
been 
silent 
since arriving for the confer­ 
ence at the beginning of the 
week. But sources close to 
him had reported he was in 
an angry mood. The speech 
appeared to reflect his tem­ 
per.

people were growing angry.

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Defense Dept. Initiates Program 


To Identify, Treat Gl Addicts 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
D e f e n s e Department an­ 


nounced 
Friday an 
urgent 
program has been initiated to 
identify troops 
in 
Vietnam 
who have become addicted to 
heroin and 
determine 
how 
best to treat them on their re­ 
turn to the United States. 
Deputy Defense Secretary 
David Packard has asked Ro­ 
ger T. Kelley, assistant se­ 
cretary of defense for manpo­ 
wer and reserve affairs, to 
present a detailed plan to ac­ 
complish these goals by next 
Friday “ in view of the urgen­ 
cy of this problem.” 
Pentagon spokesman Jerry 
W. Friedheim said both Pack­ 
ard and Defense Secretary 
Melvin R. Laird would review 
the plan. 
Packard’s request paraded a 
report to the House Foreign 


Affairs Committee which was 


made public Thursday. The re­ 


port said so many GLs in South 
Vietnam are becoming ad­ 
dicted to heroin that Presi­ 
dent Nixon should order all 
t r o o p s heme 
unless 
the 
countries of Southeast Asia 
can halt the drug traffic. 
The report proposed that all 
servicement be required to sub­ 
mit to a urinalysis so that all 
heroin addicts could be identi­ 
fied. Defense officials have 
reported a sharp upswing in 
the number of soldiers using 
heroin during the past year. 
“ This is an extremely im­ 
portant 
problem.” 
Packard 
said in a memo to Kelley 
dated Thursday. 
“ I would like you to pre­ 
pare the plan for my approv­ 
al to positively identify’indivi­ 
dual, drug 
users 
returning 


from 
South 
Vietnam. 
You 
should also look at ways that 
we can increase our capabil­ 
ity to properly treat those 
who1 have been identified as 
having a serious drug prob­ 
lem,” the memo said.

Opinion Poll Conducted 
Clergy Attitudes Examined

About a year ago, editor 
and writer James F. Fixx de­ 
cided to conduct an unusual 
opinion poll among clergymen 
in 
the 
United 
States. 
The 
question was simple, yet bas­ 
ic: Hew did clergymen look 
at the people in their parish? 
We have had reams of mate­ 
rial on the attitudes and acti­ 
vities of the men of the cloth. 
Why not turn the tables and 
ask: How do you, as pastor 
and preacher, see your people 
within a church of so much 
c h a n g e and 
uncertainty? 
What 
are 
the 
realities 
of 
church 
life 
in 
20th-century 
America? Where is the weak­ 
ness and. the strength cf the 
Prctestanc community today? 
The findings cf the Fixx 
survey are pnbl shed in the 
May issue of Chritian Herald, 
representing a broad nat.onal 
sampling from a list of more 
than 
100 000 
churches 
and 
touching 
all 
denominations 
and geographic 
sections 
in 
the land. Aside from a mail 
pell, Fixx held in-depth int'ar- 
viev.s with pastors and his 
findings are helpful in unders­ 
tanding the mood of parish 
and pastor: 


Less Involvement 
1—Churchgoing 
is 
sig­ 
nificantly less important in 
ncople’s lives today than it 
cnee was. More than 80 per 
cent of the respondents said 
that “ because cf the pace and 
intensity of contemporary life, 
the people they serve are less 
closely involved in the church 
and less dependent on what it 
provides.” Some confessed a 
fee’ing cf growing profession­ 
al irrelevance, with psychiatr­ 
ists 
and 
psychiatric 
social 
workers taking over some of 


Several 
clergymen 
across 
the country argued that this 
doesn’t 
mean 
that 
young 
people today are any less re­ 
ligious. “ They simply aren’t 
oriented to the institutional 
church,” said one 45-year-old 
pastor. “ But they are, I think, 
substantially more religiously 
c o n c e r n e d than the two 
previous 
generations. 
Their 
whole outlook is in terms of 
valuer, and persons. The prob­ 
lem is that the institutional 
church has become so identi­ 
fied with the status-quo that 
in their eyes it’s simply not 
where

or more people, but deeper 
commitment. Fixx noted that 
“ for every man who is in­ 
clined to be critical of his 
people, there is another who 
is profoundly satisfied, stimu­ 
lated and optimistic about his 
job and future. 


The Usual Stress

Men's W ear 
The Price Situation In the Fall Offerings

— 
Prices for most men’s desig­ 
ner name clothes will drop 
this fall for one reason or 
another, partly because of a 
dimming of the magic of de­ 
signer names, partly because 
of 
new 
construction 
tech­ 
niques which cut down on la­ 
bor, and partly because of the 
recession. 
“ Brand Name” 
suits are 
expected 
to climb 
slightly, 
reflecting the cost of a new- 
labor contract to he signed 
June I with the Amalg; mated 
Clothing Workers of America. 
Most estimates are for an in­ 
crease of $1 an hour over the 
next three years for the tai­ 
loring industry. 
Some of the more famous 
custom tailors who also are 
designers expect to hold the 
line. Dimitri of Italy expects 
no change in the ¿125 price 
ready-to-wear 
and 
$400 for 
custom. Lino Lentini holds at 
$.‘175. Dirihill Tailors holds at 
$235 for ready-to-wear, $300 
for made-to-order and $455 for 


custom-if labor prices do not 
increase too much. 
Here is a rundown on the 
price situation and some of 
the choice items in the desig­ 
ners’ collections: 
Hardy Amies: Price range 
down this fail from $135-185 to 
$125-135 as Amies originally 
suggested.

Bill Blass: The price range 
is from $160 to $240 for suits.

The big feeling for fall is 
heavy tweeds, some with lea­ 
ther patches on the sleeves, 
and flannels in a wide range 
of colors from burgundy to 
heather green.

“ Mommy” is circus equest- 
nenne star Jeanette Williams, 
and Pinkv is one of 13 perfor­ 
mers’ offspring who travel 
with the Ringling Bros, and 
B.irmtm ft Bailey Circus. 
“ Raising a circus baby is 
hard because circus people 
love 
children 
and 
tend 
to 
outrageously 
spoil 
them,” 
Mrs. Williams said in an in­ 
terview. The striking blond 
said she draws on her own 
experience as a child whose 
family has been 
associated 
with circuses in Europe “ for 
180 years.” 
“ Circus 
children 
become 
very independent at a very 
early age,” she said. “ They 
1 irn early to take care of 
themselves —to watch them­ 
selves around the animals es­ 
pecially. The big animals are 
lookmitdon’t-touch’ 
friends 
to them,” 
Pink\ is the official mascot 
of the circus and its youngest 
performer.

Pinky, who already is bili­ 
ngual —English and German 
— will go to boarding school, 
Mrs. Williams, a native of Co­ 
logne, Germany, said. 


“ She must learn the outside 
world, as well as the circus 
world,” the mother explained. 
“ I went to boarding school 
and then my parents made 
me go to a secretarial school 
before 1 was allowed to join 
the circus.”

front row for the sta rt if Un­

Hulm e of New Zeland. In addi­ 
tion to the first four quali­ 
fiers, the other top favorites 
w ere Al U nser’s brother, Bob­ 
by, him self a form er cham ­ 
pion, in the No. 5 spot and 
form er cham pion A. J. Foyt 
of Houston Tex., in No. 6.

Environmental Artists Fight Visual Pollution'

NEW YORK (UPI) - F i v e 
a r t i s t s , operating on the 
theory that a dull 
environ­ 
m ent creates dull people, are 
out to conquer “visual pollu­ 
tion.” 
Their 
organization, 
Sculp- 
t u r e 
in 
the 
Environment 
(SITE), designs sculpture “ to 
take the dullness out of sterile 
housing 
projects, 
barren 
piers, gas stations, parks and 
p l a z a s , ’ ’ sculptor Jam es 
Wines, founder of the group, 
told UPI. 
The bushy-haired, bearded 
Wines lives and works above 
a ra g warehouse in an artists’ 
enclave south of M anhattan’s 
Greenwich 
Village, 
Bluepr­ 


ints, models for projects and 
sculpture fill the high-ceiling 
studio. 
Wines defined “ visual pollu­ 
tion” as the end 
result 
of 
“ the cult of expediency” in 
building and architecture, and 
as far as SITE is concerned, 
just about every other build­ 
ing in New York City alone 
contributes to visual pollution. 
Steel Award 
SITE 
is 
financed 
by 
the 
Rockefeller Brothers Fund, as 
well as the New York State 
Council on the Arts, and Com­ 
missions for orojects. In its 
first year of existence the or­ 
ganization won the 1S71 Des­ 
ign in Steel Award from the 
Iron and Steel Institute. 


As far as Wines is con­ 
cerned, the job of a visual en­ 
vironmentalist is to integrate 
the talents of a rtist’s, archi­ 
tects 
and 
city 
planners 
to 
make a structure practical as 
well as pleasing to look at. 
“ It’s 
a 
mistake 
to 
isolate 
them in professions,” he said. 
“ Most artists sit in a studio 
and think up what 
they’re 
going to do,” he said. The en­ 
vironmentalist, 
however, 
“ studies 
the 
site 
and 
sees 
w hat’s called for. The artist 
must consider the elements of 
the site, such as light, air, 
weather conditions and what 
people do there.” SITE has 
received six commissions so 
far for designs ranging from 


a plaza sculpture for the Met­ 
ropolitan Opera house at Lin­ 
coln Center to a roof sculp­ 
ture at the offices of Best 
Products, Inc., of Richmond, 
Va. Wines said, however, that 
m any institutions that might

Environmentalists Win Battle of the Airport 


LONDON (U PI)—The envi­ 
ronment doesn’t always lose. 
Sometimes there’s a compro­ 
mise. So Britain will spend an 
extra $360 million to site a 
new airport where its experts 
would have preferred it not to 
be. 
The experts said the m arsh­ 
land of Foulness in the es­ 
tuary of the River Thames 
some 50 miles from London 
was too far away and too ex­ 
pensive for a third airport to 
meet the expected increase in 
air traffic into the capital in 
the 1070s and 1980s. 
They 
recommended 
Cub- 
lington. an area among the 
old world villages and preen 
countryside 
of 
Buckingham­

Welsh’s job —to help others 
start their own bus ness. 
“ I was brought to SMU to 
show people how to go into 
b u s i n e s s for them selves,” 
said Welsh, who has founded 
several 
multi-million 
dollar 
corporations of his own. 
Welsh, thin and with grey­ 
ing hair, started his own ca­ 
reer as an entrepreneur when 
hr was a graduate student at 
MIT. 
The 
corporation 
he 
founded then now does a $7 
mill on yearly volume. 
Student Companies 
The student entrepreneurs 
under his guidance presently 
have 
two 
functioning 
com ­ 
panies and six in the planning 
stage. 
One student formed compa- 
n y , 
Diagnosatic 
Advance­ 
ments, is ready to go with its 
first product, a plastic kit to 
aid physicians in early detec­ 
tion of lung cancer. 
It has two more products 
almost ready to m arket, ano­ 
ther kit which allows early 
detection of throat and mouth 
cancer and a “ P a p ” sm ear 
kit. 
But Welsh’s efforts are not 
confined to just helping stu­ 
dent entrepreneurs. 
“ The

of

coming in from off campus is 
greater than the num ber of 
students 
participating. 
I’ve

sm all Dallas companies,” he 
said. 
Welsh was brought to SMU 
for this unique program by a

But whatever its economic 
standing, Welsh says the pro­ 
gram already is an education­ 
al success.

T hat’s why I refuse to 
give lectures. 
Most

schools rely on the case study 
method to teach the funda­ 
mentals of entrepreneurship.

According to Welsh, SMU is

U.S. troop strength in 
Japan will be down to only 
27,000 this July 
Under those circumstances, 
Japan feels it must look se­ 
riously at its own defense es­ 
tablishment and 
make con­ 
crete plans to upgrade

Self Defense Forces (SDF), 
the nam e given to the arm y, 
the air force and the navy. 
When the Five Year 
De­ 
fense Buildup Plan, covering 
the years 
1972-76, was 
an­ 
nounced 
this spring, 
obser­ 
vers here considered it solid 
evidence of the new impor­ 
tance placed on the SDF. 
Costly Project 
The total cost of the plan is 
expected to be about $5.7 tril­ 
lion yen ($15.7 billion), a sum 
representing an increase of 
250 per cent over the former 
defense buildup plan. 
Even 
more 
significantly, 
however, for the first time 
Jap an is beginning to develop 
its own military technology, 
rather than continue to de­ 
pend on U.S. technology. 
A keystone of the Air Self 
Defense Forces, for instance, 
will be an airborne early w ar­ 
ning (AEW) 
system, 
which 
will be designed and built en­ 
tirely by the Japanese. 
The m ajor attack plane in 
the Air

will

American-designed F4 Phan­ 
tom jet, a workhorse of the

tillery weapons, however, will 
be U.S. designed, at least for 
the next few years. 
But it is in the Maritime 
Self Defense Forces that the 
buildup will be most ap par­ 
ent. Despite the fact that J a ­

is 
the world’s 
leading 
shipbuilder, the Navy’s lar­ 
gest vessel currently is a 5,- 
250-ton ice breaker. And this 
has m ade for problems. 
J a p a n e s e 
shipbuilders 
a ren ’t anxious to build small 
naval ships In order for nav­ 
al construction to be profi­ 
table, they maintain, the gov­ 
ernm ent must authorize the 
construction of larger vessels 
and an increase in the num ­ 
ber of ships authorized in the 
navy. As a result, the con­ 
struction of eight new naval 
ships has been delayed be­ 
cause the government c an ’t 
find any shipbuilder who will 
agree 
to 
build 
the

within the limits of the fiscal 
appropriations. 
Osamu Nagano, vice presi­ 
dent of the Ishikawajima-Ha- 
rima Heavy Industries, one of 
Ja p a n ’s largest shipbuilders, 
says:

goods and labor. Profits from

Navy to Emerge 
Eventually, the government

J a p a n ’s strenghened forces

Carving 
a niche 
in a 
man’s 
world 


Marjorie Gillespie considets 
it a challenge and new area 
of experience to contend with 
the problems of a 
man’s 
world. 


Mrs. Gillespie’s challenge is 
the job of assistant super­ 
intendent of educational serv­ 
ices for the Ontario-Montclair 
School District. She was ap­ 
pointed to the position by a 
two-woman, three-man Board 
oi Education two years ago. 
The woman who says light­ 
ly “ just call me Marge” is a 
well-known and familiar fig­ 
ure 
to 
district 
employes. 
Twentv-seven of her 28 years 
of teaching have been in the 
West End communities. 
Mrs. Gillesipe talks easdy 
and quickly, but never in idle 
p r a t t l e . She meets inter­ 
ruptions with pleasant, brief 
conversation and a smile. The 
doors to the hallway and se­ 
cretary Mattie 
(whom 
she 
readily admits “ I can’t live 
without” ) are always open. 
The lmes of communication 


and relating to others are her 
uppermost considerations. 
The California native fing­ 
ers the white trim on her 
lawn green suit and lightly 
touches earrings with a slight 
green reflection while talking. 
Were there any hard feel­ 
ings when she got the job? 
“ It’s hard to assess. 1 guess 
I am by nature an eternal op­ 
timist . . . It never occurred 
to me that there would be 
any opposition or negative 
feelings. I applied for this po­ 
sition because I was encou­ 
raged to by my fellow teach­ 
ers and co-wcrkers. When I 
really gave it serious consid­ 
eration I never thought I’d be 
a victor,” she replied. 


Mrs. Gillespie’s outlook on 
education coincides with the 
philosophy of William Glas- 
ser, a 
prominent educator. 
Goals are to eliminate pupil 
failures, require teachers to 
constantly increase their edu­ 
cation and allow students to 
progress ar their own rate. 


Teacher Most Important 


“ The teacher in the class­ 
room is the single most im­ 
portant part of quality educa­ 
tion. The services that we 
render to that teacher are the 
next most important aspect. 
And even if we have to elimi­ 
nate many of the things that 
money can buy for us, 
I 
would hope to retain the serv­ 
ices to our children as long as 
possible. 
Quality 
education 
depends upon the teacher and 
his ability to create and en­ 
hance,” she said. 
Mrs. Gillespie believes that 
all persons are the products 
of their loyalties to others, 
and she readily admits that 
she feels strongly about the 
competence and ability of 
teachers in the district. She 
attends faculty anci teacher 
group meetings regularly to 
keep astride of new ideas and 
methods. 
The loyalty and pride ex­ 
tends to Supt. Hcmer Briggs 
and other administrators who 
coordinate the 
business 
of 
running a school system.

If you can’t beat thieves to 
the punch, then what can you i 
do? One answer is insurance. 
Y o u 
can 
insure 
yourself 
against credit card losses just 
as you can insure against oth­ 
er forms of exposure. 
The simplest form of cove­ 
rage is that available as a ri­ 
der on your homeowners’ pol­ 
icy. 
Homeowner’s insurance 
is really a package of policies 
that ave been joined for sim­ 
plification. Adding credit card 
protection 
just extends the 
policy’s jurisdiction. 
Expect to pay about $6 a 
year for $5,000 worth of pro­ 
tection. 
If you don’t have a home­ 
owner’s policy, or prefer to 
handle the matter separately, 
you can also buy specialized 
coverage. 
In an attempt to provide 
selling points their competi­ 
tors lack, companies provid­ 
ing this insurance 
tend 
to 
dress it up with added trimm­ 
ings. One promises to cover 
all 
members of the 
same 
family under one policy, for 
example. 
Another offers 
to 
see that new cards are issued 
to replace those you’ve lost. 
Such additions to the basic 
c o v e r a g e color the cost 
slightly, but you ought to be 
able to buy $5,000 worth of 
protection annually for about 
$10. 
A unique service offers no 
insurance against loss at all. 
Instead it agrees to accept a 
collect call from you anywhere 
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In the world if you discover 
your cards missing. On such 
notification, 
the 
company 
promises that within minutes 
it will be issuing electronic 
cancellations 
of 
your 
lost 
cards and arranging for new 
ones. The service costs $9 a 
year. 


In theory, at least, the serv­ 


ice is so fast it can cancel out 
cards faster than crooks can 
find a way to use them. Note, 
however, that this speed can’t 
go into effect until you notify 
them of your loss. 
And how often do you check 
on your cards?

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Story of Franklin provides English prof Ex-Birch Officid 
fascinating study of history

THE MAN WHO DARED 
THE LIGHTNING: 
A New 
Lock at Benjamin Franklin, 
by Thomas Fleming, Morrow, 
$12.50. 


The title of this biography 
is somewhat misleading, for 
Thomas Fleming’s book is not 
a study of 
Franklin, 
the 
scientist, but of Franklin, the 
politician and statesman. 
Fleming omits the first half 
of Franklin’s life on 
the 
grounds that it is exceedingly

well known through the auto­ 
biography; he, therefore, be­ 
gins where the autobiography 
ends and introduces us to the 
middle-aged Franklin at the 
time of tho French and Indian 
War. 
After a somewhat fumbling 
Openi ng 
recounting 
the 
famous kite and key experi­ 
ment and then regaling us 
with anecdotes of Franklin’s 
wit and wisdom in the man­ 
ner of The Reader’s Digest, 
the book falls into focus and 
becomes a fascinating drama 
of the establishment of Amer­ 
ican independence. 
Fleming is to be com­ 
mended for rescuing Franklin 
from the oversimplified ver­ 
sions of popular culture. 
Franklin himself provided a 
distorted view in the auto­ 
biography and “ The Way to 
Wealth," which suggests a 
penny-pinching prig dedicated 
to “ procuring 
wealth 
and 
thereby securing virtue." 
This Franklin, whom Mark 
Twain called an enemy to 
boys, whom D. H. Lawrence 
denounced for his almanac 
morality, and who appears as 
a prototype of Babbitry, is a 
misleading portrait. 
Instead, Fleming presents a 
man of courage and common 
s e n s e who finds himself 
reluctantly but inevitably in­ 
volved in the growing hosti­ 
lities between America and 
England. 
Going to London first as 
leader of the opposition to the 
grasping and autocratic Penn 
proprietors of Pennsylvania, 
Franklin found himself on the 
firing line ai interm ediary be­ 
tween the colonies and the 
mother country, as England, 
with the incredibly blind arro­ 
gance of a series of inept 
ministries, forced a widening 
breach that led irrevocably to 
war, almost as if it were de­ 
termined to fellow Frank'in’s 
“ Rules by Which a Great 
Empire May Be Reduced to a 
Sm. II One.” 
Following 11 years of futile 
effort to redress Ami rican 
grievances and bring about 
reconciliation, 
Franklm 
re­ 
turned heme just after the 
outbreak of hostilities, firmly 
committed to the course of in­ 
dependence. 
But 
his illegitimate 
son, 
William, royal governor of 


New Jersey, remained a lo­ 
yalist. Fleming develops in 
detail 
the relationship 
be­ 
tween father and son and 


then between Benjamin and 
W i l l i a m s illegitimate son, 
Temple. 
With scrupulous 
research 
and documentation, Fleming 
keeps his history on the per­ 
sonal level, making the issues 
come alive through persona­ 
lities rather than 
abstrac­ 
tions. 
Combining scholarship with 
the flair of a novelist (which 
he sometimes is), Fleming 
succeeds in bringing to life 
both the age and the man 
who, though known in his 
time as a universal citizen of 
the world, epitomized the spi­ 
rit of American freedom.

For the person interested in 
increasing his understanding 
of the industry by reading i’s 
history, Richard O'Connor’s 
recent b::;>k will serve very 
well. 
O’Connor’s 
specialty 
is 
biography—he 
has 
written 
more than a dozen—and in 
this book he uses a series of 
biographical 
sketches 
to 


recount the history of the in­ 
dustry’s 
establishment 
and 
expansion, and he does a fine 
job of it, providing a wealth 
of colorful and entertaining 
detail 
For mort- than a century oil 
has been a route to fantastic 
personal wealth and power, 
and the men that have work­ 
ed 
it—Rockefeller, 
Mellon, 
Deterding, Gulbenkian, Sin­ 
clair, 
“ Dad" 
Joiner, 
and 
mary others -have been a de­ 
termined, eccentric, and often 
ruthless lot, seeking not so 
much money as he influence 
it brought and the success it 
represented. 
A corrupt and narrow-min­ 
ded group f'om our p> r pec- 
tive, they can be under load 


and, to a certain extent, en­ 
joyed, as the product of the 
incredible age of primitive, 
rough-and-tumble 
capitalism 
out of which our life and 
society has been formed. 
However, for the reader 
seeking to understand how 
the modem petroleum super­ 
corporations work and how 
they 
manage—and 
misma­ 
nage—the world’s most vital 
energy resource, “ the Oil Ba- 
r o n s " will be a disap­ 
pointment. 
O’Connor recognizes 
that 
the petroleum industry has 
failed to outgrow its forma­ 
tive years rapidly enough to 
keep 
pace with 
a 
world 
changing at breakneck speed 
but his treatment of the di­ 
lemmas facing the industry 
today, to which he devotes 
the final fourth of his book, is 
superificial. 
The Organization of Petro­ 
leum Exporting Countries, the 
spokesman 
for 
underdeve­ 
loped producers (and account­ 
ing for nearly 90 per cent of 
all petroleum exported), is 
not mentioned at all. Nor are 
Juan Pablo Perez Alfonzo of 
Venezuela of Sheikh Abdullah 
Tariki of Saudi Arabia, key 
leaders of this challenge. 
Similarly, O’Cornor 
men­ 
tions the problem of pollution 
and recognizes its serious­ 
ness, but provides very little 
insight into the profound di­ 
lemmas that control of pollu­ 
tion pose for the industry and 
its relationship v.ith the state. 
Someday perhaps, O’Connor 
will write the second half of 
the book, also in biographical 
form, describing the lives and 
works of mer like Perez Al- 
fonzo, Tariki, Mossadegh, 
Plutarco Elias Calles, and 
Senators Thomas Walsh and 
Hart in sympathetic detail, 
recognizing their roles in rec­ 
tifying the relationship of the 
industry to state and society.

This first novel, a skillful 
exercise in the popular “ mad 
killer” genre, introduces its 
hero and narrator at a time 
when all seems to be going 
well for him. 
At 37, he has achieved full 
professorship at NYU; he is 
liked by both students and fa­ 
culty, who are concerned but

indulgent toward his recent 
odd behavior; and, though his 
wife has left him. he is being 
l o v i n g l y consoled by the 
beautiful 
wife 
of

seems to be losing his mind. 
Something 
inside 
Barney 
Ferber is 
telling 
him 
to 
kill—whom or why is not yet 
clear, but he suspects the 
voice is from God, in whom 
he does not believe. 
Consequently, 
he 
rejects 
friendly advice to see a psy­ 
chiatrist and chooses instead 
to circle around his obses­ 
sions in elaborately casual en­ 
counters with a priest. 
The double interest of the 
novel is in what lies behind 
Barney’s growing insanity and 
in how it works itself out in 
action. 
“ Crisis” is highly successful 
wi’h the second theme. It 
moves swiftly from Barney’s 
first two killings, each capable 
o f 
rationalization 
as 
not 
exactly murder, to the third, 
in which he is half aware of the 
nature of his compulsion, and 
on to the final catastrophe 
which comes as a convincing 
close. The action is fast, the 
dialogue lively, the flashback 
narrative technique handled 
with skill and lucidity. 
Fisher does less well in con­ 
veying the cause of Barney’s 
aberration. The key appears 
to be his unsuccessful mar­ 
riage and his growing identifi­ 
cation with his dead father-in- 
law, a rabbi; but perhaps the 
very narrative speed which 
gi\es the novel its power as a 
thriller interferes with what 
might have been a perceptive 
study of mental disorientation. 
A small quibble might be 
recorded. Barney is an Eng­ 
lish professor whose skill with 
language has been demon­ 
strated and whose pedantry 
about it is established by his 
automatic correction of the 
speech of others, yet his nar­ 
ration is marked by fairly 
gross solecisms. 
Quibbles aside, David Fish 
er has begun his novelistic 
career with a satisfying thril­ 
ler that offers promise of 
pir-, w .-jrir; achievement ¡n 
his future work.

Hostage in Red China 
recalls prison ordeal

HOSTAGE IN PEKING, by 
A n t h o n y Grey. Doubleday, 
$7.95. 
In these days of smiling 
diplomacy from Peking, when 
American correspondents are 
being allowed to send dispa­ 
tches from mainland China 
for the first time in 21 years, 
British correspondent Antho­ 
ny Grey’s “ Hostage in Pek­ 
ing” recalls in graphic terms 
the anti-diplomacy of the Cul­ 
tural Revolution, to which he 
fell victim not long after his 
arrival in China. 
It was Grey’s misfortune to 
arrive in Peking on the eve of

It was during this phase, in 
the spring of 1967, that the

for attention. He reduces Be­ 
han’s every act—his political 
a c t i v i t y , his writing, his 
drunkenness—to thii compul­ 
sive need, but he seems to ac­ 
cept it as some sort of innate 
disposition or at most the re­ 
sult of a spoiled childhood. 


Behan em erges as a tragic, 
pitiful figure, driven by this 
unaccountable need for love 
to degenerate into a parody of 
himself, the infamous Stage 
Irish Drunk playing Addy to 
the Saxon.

1 lave you ever wondered how Pomonans kept 
themselves informed on what was new in medicine 
and the healing art before television brought them 
such programs as “Medical Center” or “The Bold 
Ones ? Well, back in the early 1890s that could 
have presented a bit of a problem. However, thanks 
to Franklin Blades, Esq., most Pomona of that era 
were able to acquire a medical expertise that would 
make our modern TV viewing diagnosticians sound 
like blood-letting barbers. 
Franklin Blades was one of Pomona’s brighter 
young lawyers who, prior to entering the legal pro­ 
fession, had been a pre-med student, and it was this 
medical knowledge that gained him wide spread 
fame in March of 1893. At that time he was acting 
as one of the attorneys for the plaintiff in the Jones 
vs. Wise malpracice suit and, once word got around 
about how he was making monkeys of the doctors 
called upon to give expert testimony during that 
trial, there was standing room only in the court. 
The Pomona Weekly Times was also instrumental 


in adding to that courtroom congestion by devoting 
almost half a column on its front page to the amaz­ 
ing tactics Blades was using in his cross-examination 
of the witnesses. 
“The way he handles the doctors who arc giving 
expert testimony in the case causes many of them 
to swallow their tonsils and quake in every’ joint.’

"And for a sense of belonging,” added Ben Davis, admin­ 
istrator of Suntown. 
Suntown originally opened in 1966 under the name of Com­ 
munity Convalescent Hospital of Montclair under the direct­ 
ion and ownership of a group of doctors. 
Davis who was with the original hospital left the hospital 
for a while then returned last April and is now busy as 
administrator “reshaping the hospital. We’ve added rehabili­ 
tation to it.” 
The hospital is presently licensed for 140 convalescent 
patients but soon DavB expects to receive a license for 54 
intermediate care patients 
(rehabilitation) and 86 con­ 
valescents. 


94 Patients There Now 
Presently the hospital house, 94 patients in its 52 bed­ 
rooms that all ha\e connecting baths.

“There are patients that require convalescence . . . they 
can rrn longer sustain themselves. They need sk lied, person­ 
al help,” said Margaret Johnson, director of nurses at Sun­ 
town. 


Most ct the patients have degenerative diseases that either 
go wuh oid age or have struck patients in middle age sa.d 
Mrs. Johnson. Other patients are in the hospital with broken 
hips and lor strokes. 


Patient age ranges from 37 to in the 90s, according to Mrs. 
Johnson. 


Being built qt Suntown is a deep therapy pcol to accompa­ 
ny the sauna bath already serving patients. Davis also re­ 
ports that the hospital has just bought cardiac arrest equip- 
m< nt that's “just lor standby emergency.” 


The community hospital is just across a parking lot and 
down an 
adjoining concrete 
ramp. 
Mrs. 
Johnson said 
patients could be transported n an emergency to this hospi­ 
tal b\ gurney 1 aster than "we could call an ambulance and 
send them to another hospital.” 


Oxygen is available at all times, said Davis. Six registered 
nurses alternate to man the hospital around the clock. 


“At one t.me’’ as many us 54 oociors will use Suntown as 
a convalescent hospifcil to refer patients to. And, said Davis, 
“ We do have one doctor which lives directly behind the 
hospital.” 
The patients in Suntown are financed by private funds, 
Medi-Cal or by private insurance, said Davis. 


Player Pit no . . . and Happy Hour 


The Suntown dining room houses a player piano and is 
the sii** ol the si\-da\-a-wt ik happy hour at 3 p.m. at which 
wine and cookies are served. 
Between 30 and 40 patients turn out. 
“ The patients ate requt-ted to come," said Mrs. Johnson. 
“Also, if patients wish, they may have their glass of wine in 
their room but no cookies, we’re trying to pull them out of 
their room.” 
Religious service is held at Suntown every Suttday after­ 
noon and Bible class is held on Thursdays. Also, a Catholic 
pr.est tries to come regularly, said Davis. 
The activity program at Suntown goes on seven days a 
week, said Davis, and includes hobbies, limited exercises 
and taking walks.

is desirable 
and also inevitable to one de­ 
gree or another as legislation 
by the state of California 
stipulates. 
“ We are such a large dis­ 
trict ourselves that we don’t 
really want to lose our per­ 
sonal touch with the staff em­ 
ployes here. However, we rec­ 
ognize both the advantages 
and 
disadvantages,” 
she 
added. 
She agrees with her co­ 
workers when supporting a 
statewide property tax. 
“ We are facing serious cut­ 
backs in our district unless 
there is some further support 
from the state level. We need 
funds in order to maintain 
the services and personnel 
that we presently have. While 
we can foresee that we can 
get through another school 
year, this would be a tempora­ 
ry situation and would re­ 
quire all our reserves,” she 
said. 
“ It Is necessary for us to 
solve the problem of finance 
in the public schools and to 
solve it now. Next summer we

Unless we find a so­ 
lution to the financial prob­ 
lem some districts will be 
faced with not only closing 
t h e i r doors, but teacher 
strikes.” 
She objects to the year-to- 
year existence that most dis­ 
tricts find themselves in now. 
“ The natural consequence 
of going broke would suggest 
the possibility of a statewide 
school system. The thing 1 
would fear most would be a 
statewide school system with­ 
out local autonomy. I consid­ 
er it fundamental to public 
education in California that 
the local community remain 
autonomous within the sys­ 
tem. The schools belong to 
the community and to the 
people within the community. 
This has to remain in order 
to maintain local pride and 
control,” she stated. 
“ That’s why we have to be 
responsible at this particular 
time, before we are pressured 
into some solution that is less 
desirable than local control. 
We are indeed in a position of 
crisis so far as public educa­ 
tion is concerned and our best 
minds need to find a legal 
and logical solution to our fi­ 
nancial problem.” 
E d u c a t i o n Is indeed a 
serious business with Marge 
Gillespie. She says she has 
been “ inspired” by the O-M 
district and co-workers and 
has found a “ delight and joy” 
in teaching. Dqiing crisis or 
fair weather, *s h e remains 
hooked on education.

Pete's new ally 


Although San Mateo Congressman Pete McClos- 
key’s madhatter Presidential campaign was neatly 
put down by San Diego’s Herb Klein, President Ni­ 
xon’s communications director, with “he seems to 
be the only candidate out to draft himself,” Pete 
has picked up an appropriate ally in his parallel 
drive to impeach the President. 
It is Ron Dellums, the black radical freshman 
Congressman from Berkeley. Picking up McClos- 
key’s lead, Dellums has said he would hesitate “not 
at all” to vote for impeachment on the basis of 
President Nixon’s handling of the Vietnam war, and 
might even introduce the necessary resolution. 
Included in the Dellums armory are such world 
shaking weapons as a petition signed by 405 Har­ 
vard Law School students declaring the war to be 
illegal and the President therefore acting unconsti­ 
tutionally in conducting it; charges by some uniden­ 
tified servicemen of U.S. atrocities in Vietnam, 
which presumably by application of the Nuremberg 
premise are the ultimate fault of the Commander-in- 
Chief; and a personal conviction that the President 
“is totally committed to a military victory,” which 
of course in this era of non-wars is very naughty, 
even if it were true. 
Herb Klein fully expects to be working for Mr. 
Nixon’s reelection next year, so if the Democrats 
reach a stalemate between all their White House 
hopefuls the Republicans might give them a surplus 
candidate or two. It has been suggested John Lin­ 
dsay and Pete McCloskey would make at least a 
colorful team. But even more spectacular might be 
a combination of Pete and the Demos’ own Ron 
Dellums.

Urban readers may be inclined to say “how 
come?” But when UC specialist Richard D. Teague 
explains it, it comes up pretty logical. 
The “partnership” involves the management of 
land in a w ay designed to be most beneficial to the 
ecosystem. Up in the state’s brushy foothills it is 
proposed to bulldoze most of the brush into piles, 
rather than burning it all off. Two benefits accrue 
from this cut-and-pile technique: 
The grass grows better, providing better grazing 
for cattle, and probably adding a few extra pounds 
oJ beef during the season. 
Since nothing provides better cover for quail than 
a pile of brush, reproduction is enhanced and during 
quail season, when the cattle are gone, first-class 
hunting results. 
The cattle and quail, of course, have nothing to 
say about this partnership, but farmers and hunters 
should lo v e it.

It is becoming very difficult 
for even the most patriotic 
American to find moral justi­ 
fication 
for 
continuing 
the 
kirtd of war this country is 
waging in Vietnam. 
T h a t 
is 
the 
conclusion 
reached by 14 Roman Cathol­ 
ic bishops of New England. 
They voiced their anguished of 
conscience in a joint pastoral 
letter which deserves 
more 
public attention than it has 
received. 
To 
comprehend 
fully 
the 
significance of this document, 
one m ust bear in mind that 
the Catholic Church has never 
been an exponent of pacifism. 
It has always taught that the 
morality of any war must be 
judged in the light of actual 
circumstances. 
Some 
wars 
are just, others are unjust. 
Some types of military action 
can be condoned, others can­ 
not. 
While crediting U.S. leaders 
with a sincere desire to do 
right, the 14 Catholic bishops 
said U.S. policy in Vietnam 
seems to flunk at least two of 
the crucial tests of a 
just 
war. 
First, the type of warfare 
this country is waging, with 
heavy emphasis on 
air at­ 
tacks and “ search and des­ 
troy" tactics, inevitably re­ 
sults 
in 
heavy 
casualties 
a m o n g civilian noncombu- 
tants, as well as wholesale 
destruction 
of 
crops 
a n d 
homes. 
Any 
tactic* 
that 
violate 
"the principle of civilian im­ 
munity from direct and indis­ 
crim inate attack,” the bish­ 
ops said, “ merit the severest 
moral, condeninai ion." 
The second principle of just 
w ar that apparently is being 
violated in Vietnam, the bish­ 
ops said, is that of “ prop­ 
ortionality.” This princ!ple af­ 
firms that th< good achieved 


or the evil prevented by a re­ 
sort to military force must 
clearly exceed the suffering 
which results from 
it. The 
horrors which this protracted 
war are 
visiting 
upon 
the 
Vietnamese 
people 
are 
so 
great it is not easy to ima­ 
gine 
what 
greater 
disaster 
they are being saved from. 


The Catholic bishops also 
expressed grave moral reser­ 
vations about President Nix­ 
on’s 
policy of ‘ ‘Vietnamiza- 
tion." They questioned whe­ 
ther it is aim ed at ending the 
w ar or only at substituting 
Vietnamese corpses for Amer­ 
ican 
corpses 
on 
the 
bat­ 
tlefield. 


“ We commend the diligent, 
persistent 
efforts 
to 
save 
American lives," they said, 
“ but we must in conscience 
criticize the ethical validity of 
any doctrine, attitude or pol­ 
icy 
which 
seems 
to 
give 
American lives intrinsic su­ 
periority over those of other 
people. 
“ Every human life, regard­ 
less of nationality, color or 
ideology is sacred and its de­ 
fense and protection must be 
of deep concern to us. Moral 
responsibility demands from 
us that we appraise both the 
goals of Vietnamization and 
the means we use to obtain 
them ." 
If stepped-up use of Ameri­ 
can air power is one of the 
means envisioned to reduce 
the need for American ground 
combat forces, the bishops as­ 
serted, the effect m ay be to 
increase 
the 
indiscriminate 
slaughter 
of 
civilians, 
thus 
making the w ar morally more 
abhorrent than ever. 
They 
concluded 
there 
is 
only one morally acc eptable 
goal for U.S. policy at this 
point: "The most rapid pos­ 
sible term ination of the war 
and

Despite breathless 
reports 


that President Sadat is trying 


to free Egypt from the Soviet 


bear hug, the Russians have 


planted themselves in Egypt 


to stay. 


This is the conclusion of my 
associate at large, Joe Spear, 
who has been studying, the So­ 
viet presence there. He re­ 
ports from 
Cairo 
that 
the 
Russians are highly unpopu­ 
lar but firmly entrenchedi in 
Egypt, 
He found Egyptian officials 
bitter at the U.S. for compell­ 
ing the late President Nasser 
to bring in the Russians. One 
official reminded Spear that, 
in 1953, N asser had pledged: 
“ Egypt stands today in every 
respect with the West." 


Then the Eisenhower Ad­ 
ministration 
withdrew 
U.S. 
support for the Aswan dam in 
a manner calculated to humi­ 
liate Nasser. Angrily, he turn­ 
ed to the Russians for finan­ 
cial help. Thereafter, the ebb 
and flow of events over this 
scorched land produced a new 
tide that has been 
running 
against us. 
The 
Egyptians 
have 
not 
been 
happy 
under 
Soviet 
sponsorship. "We accept them 
because they help us," said 
one official. Then he pointed 
to his heart. 
"But 
nobody 
likes them here," he said. 
Another told 
Spear 
more 
vehemently: 
"The 
Russians 
are anim als. You can cut off 
my head, and I still say they 
are animals." 
1 1 
is 
widely 
whispered 
around Cairo that Egyptian 
officers 
quietly 
celebrated 
when the first Soviet pilots 
tangled with the Israelis and 
were shot down. 
President Sadat’s purge of 
h i s 
p r o-Soviet 
ministers, 
therefore, has been popular 
with 
the 
people, 
Spear re­ 
ports. But Egyptian officials 
and American diplomats alike 
have cautioned that Sadat is 
by no means free of Soviet in­ 
fluence. 
“ Even if there is a final 
M i d d l e 
East 
settlement, 
wrapped up in a pretty pink 
ribbon, the Russians are here 
to stay," the State Depart­ 
m ent’s man 
in 
Cairo, 
Don 
Bergus, told Spear. 
“ The deep Israeli penetra­ 
tion raids of 1970 increased 
the Soviet military presence 
here. We m ay eventually see 
a reduction of this military 


presence, 
but 
the 
Russians 
won’t leave. They plan to stay 
forever.” 
For the Egyptians depenl 
upon Moscow not only for nd* 
litary survival but for e c# i 
nomic development. The Sf* 
vieta purchase Egypt’s sup* 
plus cotton and subsidize Ef- 
ypt’s steel, petrochemical and 
electrification industries. 
In short, the Russians am 
too deeply rooted in Egypt 
now to be removed.

Student’s rights are perhaps one of ihe most con­ 
troversial and explosive issues facing adm inistrators 
from the junior high to college levels today. 
The question is not only how far students can 
exert their Constitutional rights, but do they even 
exist in the public school system ? 
The right of free speech, peaceful assembly, peti­ 
tion, press censorship and the right to abstain one­ 
self from 
self 
incrimination 
are 
among 
those 
granted in the United States Constitution. These 
riglits are supposed to be as the Pledge of Alle­ 
giance says, “with liberty and justice for all." 
But in dail 
life, numerous violations of these fun­ 
damental rights are commonplace. In fact one of 
the largest and most massive violators is the public 
schools system. Throughout the country, the aver­ 
age feeling among adm inistrators seems to be that 
minors are exempt from the rights guaranteed in the 
United States Constitution. Yet fact proves that the 
Constitution makes no age regulation. These rights 
are for all “ persons." 
The Supreme Court believ es that youths are to be 
guaranteed the same rights that the Constitution 
specifies. A finding by the court in February 1969 
decided, “students are indeed ‘persons’ under the 
Constitution ana therefore have fundamental rights, 
which school authorities must respect." Another vit­ 
al conclusion was, “a student’s rights . . . do not 
em brace merely the classroom hours. When he is in 


the c a f e t e r i a , o r on the playing field, or on the c a m ­ 
pus d u r i n g th e a u th o r iz e d hours, he m ay express h is 
o p in io n s, ev en on s u c h controversial m atters a s th e 
w ar in V i 'tn a m , if lie d o e s so without m aterially a n .1 
s u b s t a n t i a l l y in t e f e r r in g with appropriate d is c ip lin e 
in the o p e r a t io n of the school and without c o llid in g 
w ith t h e rig h ts of o t h e r s ." 
“ In our system ,” the Court instructed educators 
“ undifferentiated 
fear 
or 
apprehension 
of 
dis­ 
turbance is not enough to overcome the right to 
freedom of expression. Any departure from absolute 
regimentation may cause trouble. Any variation 
from the m ajority’s opinion may inspire fear. Any 
word spoken, in class, in the lunchroom, or on the 
campus, that deviate s from the views of another 
person may start an argum ent or cause a dis­ 
turbance. But our Constitution says we m ust take 
this risk . . . and our history says that it is this sort 
of hazardous freedom—this kind of openness—that is 
the basis of our national strength and of the inde- 
pendence and vigor of Am ericans who grow up and 
live in this relatively permissive, often disputatious, 
society." 
Time and work will tell the plight of rights for 
students. Although they have stood as “law ” for 
many years, it seems that students must either 
prove their worth to Ihe adm inistrators, or wait un­ 
til they can hold these positions and work from 
there.

The 
f ibric walls are held taut by 
w o o d e n b a t t e n s slipped 
through 
casings,

» hole business can be easily 
dismantled. It works best if 
you ho' e an outside corner to 
brace it, but it can be done 
on a flat outside wall. Choose 
a n 
attractive, 
lightweight 
fabric in a cordinated print 
and solid, such as a multi­ 
purpose Fortrel-cotton which 
is durable press with soil-re- 
lease finish. 
The side wall of this dining 
te nt is 8 feet high at the back, 
9 feet along the floor from 
front to back and 6 feet high 
at the front. 
To 
make 
the 


side wall, join two 54-inch 
strips of fabric, adding 4-inch 
hems at the bottom and along 
the slanted edge of the top. 
Slide 1-inch by 1-inch battens 
through the hems. Atta( h bat­ 
tens to house with eye-hooks 
and cup-hooks. 


Make front frame to meas- 
ure 6 feet by 9 feet. Secure 
end of front frame to top and 
bottom battens of side wall 
with hcoks. Secure fabric co­ 
ver to house by a row of eye- 
hooks and cup-hooks, and al­ 
low it to fall over frame in 
front. A 4-inch hem holds a 
1-inch 
by 
1-inch 
batten, to 
keep fabric taut. Finish lower 
edge with giant points and 
yarn 
tassels. 
If 
necessary, 
steady front frame with a bot­ 
tom brace 


To furnish your tent, lay a 
flush door over a couple of 
sawhorses to make a table; 
use army cots for seating. 
Cots may be covered in cordi­ 
nated fabric; place mats and

Baseball Life Spans 10 Years 


A typical boy’s basebail life in Pom ona spans 10 years with 
the- number of players dropping each year. Things like girls, 
automobiles and jobs are the chief culprits. 
The first stop toward a m ajor league career is in the Youth 
League sponsored by the City of Pom ona P arks and Recreation 
Department. This year, there will be 30 teams serving 45) 
boys at Em erson and Frem ont junior highs. 
In this league, the beys wear T-shirts and their regular 
pants. 
Next step up is Little League. Pom ona has five within the 
citv limits with each of the loops sponsoring both a m ajor and 
minor division. About 1,100 boys participate in Little League 
play complete with the annual tournam ent towards the W orld 
Series in Williamsport, Pa. 
When a boy reaches his teens, the Pony League is waiting. 
Pom ona has three leagues with 16 team s serving 240 youths. 
Next on the ladder is the six-team Colt League, which serve> 
112 boys citywide. This is. the stop when the young athletes 
learn whether there is a baseball future o r not. 
The highest level is Am erican Legion-Connie Mack. The two 
teams draw the best 32 boys in the city, ages 18 and below. 
This is the program the professional scouts watch closely. 
Running a baseball program isn ’t cheap. Phil La Pierre of 
the Parks and Recreation Department figures $30,000 a year • - 
spent by the various leagues in Pomona. “ And that is probab­ 
ly conservative,’’ he quickly adds. 
Fund-Raising Important, Too 
Eund^ra>sing is another big part of the picture. M an y hours 
are spent planning dances, raffles and other w ays to raise 
seme money. Sponsors are the biggest source, with m erch a n s 
s ^ending between $175 to $250 tc have the honor of having a 
bo\ wear a uniform with the firm ’s name on it. 
There will alw ays be argum ents about the m erits of youth, 
baseball. The advantages and disadvantages are easy to see. 
While there is no doubt a supervised sports program is a 
gt 
it aid in keeping young adolescent^ out of mischief, there 
is also the question about too m uch competitive stress at art 
early age. 
It really all depends on the individuals involved. There are 
ai.vays a few adults around who do their part to wreck thJ 
entire scene but they are outnumbered by the hundreds of 
sincere adults who spend m any hours ol worthwhile work help» 
ing today’s youth. 
“The good outweights the bad,’’ La Pierre said. “ Some of 
th se parents deserve a lot of credit for the w ork they do.

Over the almost two cen­ 
turies since its inception, the 
deck has undergone the m uta­ 
tions dictated by the laws of 
evolution.

NEW YORK (UP1) - E v­ 
ery home has — or should 
have — such basic handtools 
as ham m er and saw, pliers, 
wrenches, screwdrivers. 
These are essential to even 
the most minor maintenance 
chores around the house and 
many an eager do-it-yoursel­ 
fer has accomplished substan­ 
tial projects with little more. 
It’s something like photogra­ 
phy: it’s not so much the ca­ 
m era as the photogrpher. The 
simplest cam era is capable of 
great pictures in the hands of 
an artist. So it is with tools. 
Still, just as a fine cam era 
can extend the range and en­ 
hance the abilities of a ca­ 
pable photographer; 
so can 
power tools broaden the field 
of the do-it-yourselfer. 
The wide variety of power 
tools now available, m any de­ 
signed 
especially 
with 
the 
am ateur in mind, has made it 
possible for a homeowner to 
tackle repairs and home im­ 
provement work that former­ 
ly were the province of pro­ 
fessionals. 
Assuming a certain 
basic 
aptitude and interest, the do- 
it-yourselfer can employ po­ 
wer tools to save hours of 
d r u d l g e r y and substantial 
cash. 
It is wise to start small. 
Buy a few basic power tools, 
then add equipment as your 
jobs and talents require. Un­ 
less you’re a real hobbyist, 
often it is wise to rent more

Screen out pesky insects 


By MR. FIX 


Getting window screens in 
order* is a job you should 
have done last fall, but if you 
are like m ost of us you will 
be doing it from now until 
m idsum m er. 


If you have the 
kind of 
screens th at have been in sto­ 
rage all w inter it does m ake 
sense, however, to give them 
a going over now, before they 
go up for the sum m er. 
If 
yours are* the kind th a t stay 
up all y ear round it m ay take 
som e will power to* get to 
them . 


R egardless of condition, all 
screens need periodic clean­ 
ing. The dirt that accum u­ 
lates in the m esh eventually 
w ashes down on the siding af­ 
te r every rain, staining it. 
Get the screen down on a 
flat, paved 
surface. 
Use a 
scrub brush or an old broom 
and w ash throughly with w a­ 
te r and detergent. Rinse with 
the garden hose. Allow them 
to dry in the sun. 
Old-fashioned 
bronze 
and 
copper screening should 
be 
checked 
for corrosion 
once 
the d irt is off. W ashing will 
rem ove m ost of it and you 
can protect 
against 
further 


c o r r o s i o n by giving the 
screening a coat of sp ar v ar­ 
nish or screen enam el. 


Aluminum 
or 
glass 
fiber 
screening needs no painting. 


Holes 
and 
tears 
in 
the 
screening should be repaired 
a t thia time. Use scraps of 
screening of the sam e m ate­ 
rial or buy patches. 


Large tears, a badly cor­ 
roded screening, should be re­ 
placed 
completely. 
Use 
fi­ 
berglass or plastic screening 
since there wiil be no further 
corrosion and it is easier to 
handle than m etal. 


If it is a wood screen, c a re ­ 
fully 
rem ove 
the 
m oldings 
around 
the 
edge 
of 
the 
screening. Use a chisel and 
lift carefully. G enerally you 
can get the molding off w ith­ 
out breaking it and then you 
can reuse it. 
Cut the screening slightly 
larg er than you will need it. 
Fold it over at the edge. The 
hem will provide added hol­ 
ding power. Use rust-resistant 
tacks o r staples. A staple gun 
will 
m ake 
the 
job 
easier. 
Start at one end, either top or 
bottom, and fasten the screen 
all the way across. Then pull 
the screening tight along its 


lengjh and fasten it at the 
other end, giving it a tug with 
each tack o r staple. 
When 
fastening w ork from the cen­ 
te r to) the corners. 
F a s t e n the sides 
last, 
stretching as you go along. 
O n 
m e t a l 
fram es 
the 
screening is held in place by 
a plastic spline. This 
is 
a 
strip th a t fits in a 
groove 
around 
the 
inside 
of 
the 
fram e. Pry out the old spline 
carefully. If you have to buy 
new spline, take a sam ple of 
the old with you since they 
v ary in size. 
Proceed 
as 
w ith 
wooden 
fram es, starting at one end. 
With' the screening positioned, 
tap spline into the groove to 
hold it in place.

The multitude of deck shapes 
and designs have been care­ 
fully integrated into the ar­ 
chitectural styles they embell­ 
ish and expand. But no mat­ 
ter what their shape, decks 
‘'hare a common purpose: to 
increase living space and en­ 
courage outdoor activity. 


The current practice of in­ 
tegrating! the deck into the 
overall architectural scheme 
is particulary important be­ 
cause it maximizes the deck’s 
function and use, as well as 
allowing the deck a featured 
role in the design continuity. 
It serves as a constant remin­ 
der to the westerner of his 
kinship with nature and1 the 
land. 


A n 
increasingly 
popular 
type of deck is the “ surprise” 
decks, sometimes an enlarged 
version of a balcony, which 
adjoins bedroom, kitchen or 
bath. 
Small surprise decks 
are most often built to allow 
the owners an extra area to 
enjoy a view. Or, properly 
placed, these minidecks can 
be used for private sunbath­ 
ing and relaxation. 


As leisure is the common 
function of decks, so redwood 
i the common material.

Communist regimes? 
Schomp concludes (he con­ 
cludes 
many 
other 
things 
which don’t seem 
as well 
thought out) that it does. He 
argues that the Society is one 
of the major obstacles pre­ 
venting 
the 
acceptance 
of 
moderate-conservative princi­ 
ples and policies in the United 
States today.

Dear N.E.: First you must 
realize behavior in the wild 
will be considerably different 
than it will be in your rodent 
colony. Typically ‘in the wild 
there is a low rate of aggres­ 
sion, and dominance relation­ 
ships between rodent animals 
are comparatively 
unimpor­ 
tant. 
The 
closer 
the 
con­ 
finement, the higher the rate 
of aggression and the more 
likely the formation, of domi­ 
nance (peck order) relation­ 


ships. Whatever rodents you 
round up, be sure they are 
healthy 
specimens. 
Tryi to 
find, 
if possible, a 
species 
that is not solitary or scmiso- 
litary in the wild because the 
*‘loners” will show a more 
marked response to crowding 
a n d 
confinement 
than 
a 
species with a normally com­ 
munal social structure.
